Israel sinks. armed 
terrorist boat .

TEL AVIV. — An Israeli navy 
force patrolling waters near Tyre 
in Lebanon on Friday night en- 
countered an armed boat manned 
by Arab terrorists and sank it, the 
‘Army spokesman here announced, 
The force returned safely to base, 
he said. 

The encounter came after Fri- 
day’s pre-dawn Katyusha shelling 
of Kiryat Sbmona from Lebanese 
territory and an Israel Air Force 
attack Friday afternoon on a ter- 
rorist base at Deir al-Ashaer, about 
30 kms. northeast of the cease-fire 
line on Mt. Hermon. All the aircraft 
returned safely, the Tsrael spokes- 
man announced. No one was in- 
ured in the Kiryat Shmona shell- 
ing but there was damage to 
houses (see page 9). 

In another weekend incident, a 
single Katyusha shell was fired at 
2.30 on Saturday morning at Kib- 
butz Gesher Hazlvy from behind the 
Lebanese border five kms, north 
of the settlement. The shell landed 
in a field, causing no injuries or 
damage. Israeli forces returned fire. 

Despite the attack on Gesher 
Haziv, Western Galilee beaches 
were packed: by bathers yesterday. 

Friday night's sea encounter 
occurred when the sraell patrol 
encountered δ΄ small boat sail- 
ing south without llghts.

But most experts were ag- 
reed that the pound will remain in 
uncertain health unless inflation in- 
side Britain can be beaten. 

The London offices of Thomas 
Cook, the travel agents, were be- 
sieged yesterday by people about 
to leave for holidays abroad in a 
scramble to get their sterling ex~- 
changed for foreign currency. 

With banks closed, Cook's was 
the only place where people could 
get foreign money. 

For those going away, the advice

“We are being rushed. off our 
feet," said a weary Cook's official 
at the company’s headquarters. One

Supreme Court may ποὺ grant postponement of disqualification 
of driving licence until after appeal is heard 


The applicant was acquitted in the 
Magistrate's Court of causing death 
through careless driving. This ver- 
dict was overruled by the Beersheba 
District Court upon appeal. and in- 
cluded in the sentence subsequently 
imposed on the apolicant was dis- 
qualification from holding a driving 
liceace for 18 months. 

The applicant appealed against the 

istrict Court’s verdict to the Su- 
preme Court and in the meanwhile 
applied to the Supreme Court for 
postponement of his disqualification 
from holding a driving licence until 
after the appeal had been heard and 
dectied. The State objected to the 
application on the grounds that the 
Supreme Court has πὸ jurisdiction 
to grant a postponement of this na- 
ture, 

Mr. 5. Paska appeared for the 
applicant and Miss D. Beinish, As- 
sistant State Attorney, for the State. 

Decision. 

Justice Kahn, who heard the ap- 
Plication in chambers, noted that 
section 50(a) of the Penal Law 
Amendment (Modes of Punishment) 
Law, 1910, empowers a court to 
postpone the serving of a sentence 
“where a date for the carrying out 
of a penalty has beer prescribed 
by any of the provisions of the law 
or by the court under any of such 
provisions.” Disqualification from 
holding a driving licence, however, 
he noted further, is not one of the 
penalties mentioned in the Modes 
of Punishment Law, and for this 
reason section 5012) does not apply 
to it. 

The power to disqualify a perso3 
from holding a driving licence, con- 
tinued Justice Kahn, is vested in 
the courts by section 42 of the 
Traffic Ordinance (New Version) 
which provides that disqualification 
“shall be from the date of conviction 
unless the court otherwise directs.” 

In the case under consideration, 
continued Justice Kahn, the District 
Court had not granted the applicant 
ἃ postponement of the sentence dis- 
qualifying him from holding a driv- 
ing licence when it convicted him, 


the State's representative had ar- 
gued that the District Court may 
got grant such a postponement at 
8 later date. Nor, she had argued 
further, was there any right of ap- 


appeal against the refusal of the 
trial court to postpone a sentence 
of imprisonment or payment of 5 
fine.

KATZ ‘EXHIBITION’ 
SHOWS HIS MASTERY 


Plano recital by Mindru Katz. (Tel

Ν ‘DRU Katz's anniversary con- 

cert was more a retrospective 
“exhibition” of the music he has 
performed during the 25 years of 
his career, than an ordinary recital. 
The programme included no less 
than 11 compositions and lasted for 
three hours. It was a real tour de 
force, demanding all the physical 
and mental strength of both artist 
and listener. 

Although a bit too much of a 
good thing, it was a rewarding and 
often exciting experience. Katz was 
in excellent shape and played 
through the huge programme with 
unflattering determination and ad- 

rable perseverance. 

He opened with one of the great 
Bach Fantasies, demonstrating a 
brilliant technique and a full and 
gleaming tone. The recitative parts 
were finely and thoughtfully formed 


and climaxes were the culmination’ 


of terrific build-ups. 

Another great challenge follow- 
ed — Beethoven's Hammerkiavier 
Sonata. This wag technically the 
mnost accomplished performance of 
the work I have ever heard. In the 
first and last movements Mr. Katz 
demonstrated unlimited control of 
the keyboard. Musically, however, 
the results were not always ¢com- 
pletely convincing, With all this in- 
strumental perfection and exhuberant 
virtuoso manner, some of the deep- 
et meanings of the huge work were 
lost. The first movement was

strong and vigorous, but tt aid not 
fully convey its titanic struggle. 
The slow movement was expressive 
and soft, but again it did not fully 
deliver its message of pain, sorrow 
and religious contemplation. Only in 
the last movement, the most diffi- 
cult of the four, did Mr. Kat< achieve 
full integration of instrumental and 
musical values. Here Beethoven's 
triumph also became the triumph of 
the interpreter. 

Mr. Katc's third great achieve- 
ment was the four Chopin Ballades 
although, again I have some re- 
servations. Mr. Katz's style has 8 
great deal of aggressiveness and un- 
controlled explosiveness, elements 
which I always deeply regretted in 
his performances. They were con- 
spiculously absenf"from. the Bach 
and Beethoven, but in some of the 
Chopin Ballades they were back. 
Into the most beautiful flow of 
melodies, perfect rubato and hearty 
cantabile, aggressive and offensive 
outbursts intruded suddenly, which 
seemed completely out of context. 
These unpleasant episodes, could 
not however impair the overall im- 
pression. Most of Mr. Katz's play- 
ing was highly rewarding, reveal- 
ing both an undisputed mastery of 
the keyboard, and a strong and un-

He € 
with his family two years ago and 
joined Haifa University. He ig max 
ried with three children, a daughter 
of 20 who is just completing her 
Army service, a son of 18 about 
to go into uniform and 2 son of 13, 
now at the Bosmat Vocational High- 
school. 

Prof. Lapkin lopked much more 
at home in an informal lithe work 
room, with students and colleagues 
constantly in and out, than he would 
in a secluded ivory tower. His lan- 
guage is direct, practical; perbeps 
economics tends to make even an 
academic practical. 

He refused to pass judgment or 
give advice on Israel's economy, 2l- 
though he has published many ar- 
ticles and papers on the two sub- 
jects now occupying public think- 
ing here — inflation and full em- 
ployment. 

“Since I’ve come to Israel, I've 
been so busy settling down, getting 
into the University and running the 
department, and learrning Hebrew, 
that I have had no time to form 
judgments that would be valuable,” 
he explained firmly. 

He saw his most immediate task 
as rector as “building up the fa- 
culty, especially the senior ranks, 
strengthen our existing departments 
and open new ones that are ab- 
solutely necessary, within our bud- 
getary confines, to build up a uni- 
versity.”

Those 
needing attention are then referred 
to the Hadassah Paediatric Oph- 
thalmology Clinic, headed by Pro- 
fessor se Nawratski, in Straus 
House, Jerusalem. Thus it is possible 
to detect every baby or child in Je- 
rusalem who may have amblyopia 
and to give adequate treatment at 
the earliest opportunity. 

The age at which amblyopia is 
detected and treated is all-impor- 
tant if a great deal of suffering, 
and perhaps even blindness, are to 
be avoided. The younger the child, 
the easier and more effective is the 
treatment. Small children ‘under the 
age of three need only have a patch 
over the good eye for a short pe- 
riod during the day, or have drops 
of atropine put into the amblyopic 
or “lazy eye” — treatment which is 
far easier to impose on a tiny in- 
fant than on older children. The 
psychological -effects also appear to 
be less, The eccentric fixation of 


at mursery school age. 
SATISFACTORY RESULTS 


It is indeed a busy clinic, In one 
room, mothers and fathers wait 
with their small bables — the clinic 
fs liberally supplied with toys. In 
another room, Professor Nawratzid 
and her asistant, Dr. Meir Monsellze, 
are examining the Uttle babies’ eyes 
to see whether the babies are suf- 
fering from amblyopia. or from other 
pathological eye diseases.

3,000-year-old finds in Gaza Strip 


and the 


pottery flasks 


A short season of excavation, first 
of ‘a projected long-term series, has 
just been completed at a Late 
Bronze Age cemetery (14th-13th 
centuries B.CE.) at Deir el-Balah 


‘jn the Gaza Strip. The dig was car- 


ried out by students of the He- 
brew University’s Archaeology In- 
stitute under the direction of Dr. 
Trude Dothan. 

The excavators’ interest was ori- 
ginally aroused by the appearance 
of a large number of objects all 
traceable to this site, and all dat- 
ing roughly from the Late Bronze 
Age—the majority from the 13th 
century B.C.E. There were pottery 
coffins 1,90-2.00 metres long, with 
buman faces moulded on their lids, 
as well as bronze and alabaster ves- 
sels, gold and carnelian jewellery, 
searabs, and pottery of Mycenaean, 
Egyptian . and local Palestinian 
types. 

The jong-term purpose of the 
Hebrew University team is to inves- 
tigate burial customs in this ceme- 
tery, buried deep beneath the dunes 
south of Deir el-Balah, to find out 
bow far it extends; and to survey 
the area. The team hopes to find 
some trace of the settlement, if 
any, to which the cemetery be-

The two coffins were carefully 
unearthed with their skeletons and 
offerings inside. They were filled 
with packed sand which had seeped 
in through the cracks. The first 
cofin, though found unbroken, 
Seemed to have been robbed in 
ancient times: only a few remains 
of the probably rich burial gifts 
were found inside and scattered 
nearby. 

The second coffin, however, re- 
vealed a striking picture of the 
burial and its offerings. When the 
lid with its moulded face, wig and 
arms was removed and the upper 
part of the coffin lifted off (as 
well as the packed sand that had 
sseeped in through the cracks), two 
skeletons were revealed—one of 
which may be a female, buried to- 
gether with their burial offerings. 
Other cases of more than one body 
in @ coffin are known from this 
cemetery. 

The rich finds from this burial 
include six pairs of gold 7 
necklaces of variously shaped semi- 
precious stones, many gold beads 
(elongated, rounded and cresceat- 
shaped), and I7 gold pendants. 
There is a caf-shaped pendant and 
amulets in the form of Bes, Egyp- 
tian god of fertility.

The Jerusalem Municipality on 
Thursday night issued a 30-day 
closure order against the Capital's 
Eros sex boutique for operating 
without a proper licence.

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Ben Aharon wants redress 
for Sapir’s harsh words

TEL AVIV. — Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben Aharon threat- 
ened on Friday to seek Labeur Par- 
ty redress after Finance Minister 
Pinkes Sapir told him at a Party 
antl-inflation meeting the day before 
thet Mr. Ben Aharon’s demands for 
a rigidly controlled economy would 
Mean turning Israel into another 
Yugoslavia or Chile. 

But last night Histadrut sources 
close to Mr. Ben Aharon — who 
legves today for a three-week mis- 
sion to Europe — said they did not 
believe 2 rift between the two men 
was near. They considered Mr. Sa- 
pis strictures as his way of warn- 
ing the Histadrut left wing to stop 
pressing for payment of an interim 
cost-of-living allowance in July. 


Thursday's angry exchange be 
tween the two men, at a meeting of 
the action subcommittee of the La- 
bour Party's anti-inflation commit- 
tee, came after continuous recent 
criticism by Mr. Ben Aharon of 
economic policy. 

The Histadrut chief had said to 
a Hevrat Ovdim meeting several 
Weeks ago: “I don't know why we 
despise China and Yugoslavia for 
treating wrist watches as a luxury.” 
And in a later speech Mr. Ben Aha- 
Ton advocated a rigidly planned 


economy involving Government in- 
tervention in public and private af- 
fairs, with lower wages and prices 
and strict manpower planning. 

At Thursday's meeting Mr. Sapir 
accused Mr. Ben Aharon of “in- 
citement" and said he knew of πὸ 
one who wanted to trade Israel's 
mixed economy for “something re- 
miniscent of Yugoslavia or Chile.” 
The Histadrut Secretary-General in- 
terjected, “You are not a Pope: one 
can argue with you.” He subse-~ 
quently left the hall for a prior 
engagement, 

On Friday Mr. Ben Aharon issued 
a statement saying: “the Finance 
Minister will have to answer for 
tus accusation before the control 
and justice bodies of the Labour 
Party." He called on the public for 
support. He said Mr. Sapir’s attack 
came 43 a surprise to him since the 
Finance Minister had a few weeks 
before been among those asking 
him to stay on at his post. 

Mr. Ben Aharon's revolutionary 
proposals, which Gahal leader Me~ 
nahem Begin described on Friday as 
“pre-Communist,” have been getting 
a cold reception in his own Labour 
Party. Labour leaders sympathize 
with his indignation at boom-time 
profits in rea} estate and elsewhere, 
but feel the problem must be solved 
by controlling inflation, not by dra- 
conlan regimentation.

“The tightly controlled economy 
advocated by Mr. Ben-Aharon does 
ποῖ sult israe] in peacetime, and 
would be more damaging’ still LE we 
were in a war situation,” Mr. Moshe 
Sanbar, Governcr of the Bank of 
Israel, told The Jerusalem Post last 
aight. 

Mr. Ben-Aharon, Secretary-Gen- 
eral of the Histadrut, called last 
week for equality of incomes in a 
totally planned economy, including 
“Government intervention to the life 
of the individual." Mr. Sanbar is 
against excessive Government inter- 
vention. Asked why he thought 
such a regime would be even worse 
in wartime, he seid: “Because we 
would be more dependent still on 
the tmport of capital." 

Israel today imports $3 billion a 
year and exports $1.6 billion. “We 
cover the deficit by capital Inflow 
-- whfth would he greatly imperilied 
by Mr. Ben-Aharon’s policies, be- 
cause they would deter investors 
and immigrants from the West. 
Under our preseat helf-war, halt- 
Peace situation, we cannot under- 
take such social experiments,” Mr. 
Sanbar ceclared. 


In ‘his speech (re-printed in “Da- 


var" on Friday), Mr. ‘Ben-Aharon 
attributed inflation not to wage 
hikes, but to expenditure on defence, 
immigration and development. He 
deplored the fact that private con- 
sumption was frozen in 1970 and 
1971. “We thought in 1970 that con- 
sumption per capita would increase 
by 3-4 per cent,” he said. 

Offictal circles point out that Ben- 
Aharon does not advocate cutting 
expenditure on any of the three 
items he mentions — defence, im- 
migration or development. There- 
fore stability must ‘be achieved 
despite the existence of these heavy 
burdens, It is posstble to do this if 
consumption is restrained to a 
minimal increase —two per cent per 
capita Is the meximum authorized 
in the Government's Five-Year Plan. 

Success in restraining consumption 
during 1970 and 1971 — which re- 
ceived the blessimg of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund — made it 
possible to overcame & serious eco- 
nomic problem, when foreign cur- 
ΤΌΠΟΥ reserves had sunk close to 
zero. 

Mr. Sanbar comments: ‘Thanks 
to the policies adopted at the time, 
we have been able to increase ex- 
ports, step up investment, maintain 
full employment, raise output, and 
bolster the reserves.”
